Nine More Bodies 
Found in Kentucky 
Coal Mine Tragedy 


Death Toll as Result of 


Explosion Increased 


To Total of 28 


In New York city, officials "began 


Providence, Ky. —(JP)— Bodies of 


nine men were found deep in the 
Duvin coal mine by a rescue crew 
early today, raising to 28 the death 
toll from an explosion last Friday 
night. 


From rescue workers, F. V. Ruck- 


man, president of the mining com- 
pany situated near this western 
Kentucky town, received by tele- 
phone the word that crushed last, 
half-hearted hopes the nine stil 
might be alive after a search of 
nearly 80 hours. 


Bodies of the other 19 victims 


were found Saturday. Ten men es- 
caped safely from the mine follow- 
ing the blast 


Buckman listened briefly at the 


mine telephone connecting his of- 
fice with rescue operations 260 feel 
underground and then turned to 
newsmen, other company officials 
and relatives of the victims with 
this terse statement: 
"They're dead." 


Entombed Friday 


Ruckman received the report a1 


2:40 a. m. Then men were entomb- 
ed in the mine at 7:30 p. m. Fri- 
day. They had gone to work four 
hours earlier. 


John Daniel, state mine inspector, 


said efforts to remove the bodies 
from the mine probably would no1 
be renewed until later in the day. 
He explained additional ventilation 
was necessary to clear air in mine 
entries. 


Earlier, a rescue squad had be- 


gun the task of taking bodies of 
the 19 men found previously to the 
surface, but Daniel said poor air 
conditions slowed the work.

New York—(&}— Federal action to 


break up an alleged $l,000,000-a- 
year trucking "tribute" conspiracy, 
operating from coast-to-coast, was 
taken today -when Judge John C. 
Knox signed a decree permanently 
enjoining Local 807, international 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, Chauf- 
feurs, Stablemen and Helpers of 
America, from acts of violence and 
intimidation. 


Moses H. Lewis, assistant United 


States attorney general, said sign- 
ing of the decree, which was con- 
sented to by the union, would e^d 
what he described as a nation-wide 
racket preying on shippers, owners 
and truck drivers. 


Lewis said defendants in the case 
hired gangsters to terrorize drivers 
and force payment of S9.42 for large 
trucks and $8.41 for small trucks 
entering the state. 


The federal prosecutor said said 


similar conditions prevailed in ev- 
ery state and that scores of other 
cities probably would follow suit to 
wipe out the racket as a result of 
today's test-case action. 


The decree named not only the 


union but 76 individual defendants, 
all of whom were indicted on a , 
charge of violating the Sherman an- i 
ti-trust law. t 
Two of the defendants, William 


Campbell and Austin Furey, union 
delegates, said by federal authori- 
ties to have been the "brains"' of the 
conspiracy, pleaded guilty a few 
minutes after the decree was sign- 
ed. They face a maximum penalty 
of one year imprisonment "and a 
$5,000 fine. They vriQ be sentenced 
Oct2. 


In consenting to the decree, the 


union stipulated that its acceptance 
was not to be taken as indicating an 
admission of any overt acts, except 
by Campbell and Fnrey. 


400 Pickets Out at 
Plant in Defiance of 
Labor Board's Order

court announced today it had "ten- 
tatively decided" to sit in two divi- 
sions commencing either with the 
January or February term in line 
with a suggestion of the Wisconsin 
Bar association. 


A formal statement added that it 


would "probably request" the asso- 
ciation's subcommittee on the su- 
preme court to ^advise ^with. it upon, 
procedural matters" after "further 
study and consideration to the exac 
•manner in which the court shoulc 
proceed." 


The bar association at its recent 


Milwaukee convention adopted a 
report of the subcommittee which, 
recommended that cases should be 
assigned automatically to one of two 
four-justice divisions, with a fuU 
court hearing for cases where mem- 
bers of a division were divided or 
those involving state or constitu- 
tional questions. 


Trial Next Year 


The court said today that while it 


•was "not practical to put the pro- 
posed change in force in Septem- 
ber," it would try the plan early 
next year.

northern 
county 


chairmen. 
The 
northern 
representatives 


pointed out that complete studies 
of the problem of the north have 
recently been completed by joint 
research committees representing 
Washington, the state government, 
and the localities. 


Time For Action 


The time has come for action, 


the governor was told, if 
the 


northern 
third of 
Wisconsin is 


ever to be rescued from its econom- 
ic plight—low incomes, subsistence 
living standards, high relief costs, 
high unemployment percentages, 
high taxes,- and excessive rates of 
delinquency. 


For years, they reminded 
the 


governor, all units of government 
have been spending money for re- 
lief purposes in the north without 
coordination.

Moreover, the only important re-

lowest or near the lowest in the 
past several years. It would be rea- 
lized through the marketing or use 
of approximately 4.453,000,000 bush- 
els which, favorable weather per- 
mitting, will be harvested before 
winter. Corn, oats and wheat com- 
prise the bulk of the crop, part of 
which has been harvested, with 
barley, rye and other minor grains 
adding to the total yield. 


The 1929 harvest would be neat- 


ly 400,000,000 bushels smaller than 
that of 1938 and 500,000,000 bush- 
els smaller than the 1937 crop, but 
with those exceptions 
would be 


equal to or larger than any other 
crop of the past seven years. 


A market valuation above $2,- 


00,000,000, based on current Chi- 
cago prices, was somewhat below 
the 1938 value of $2,334,000,000. The 
1937 grain production was worth

Oil Business Is a Factor 


In Government of Louisiana

New York—On November 27,1934, when Huey Long was at the height 


of his power and fighting the Standard Oil, the United Press carried a 
small item out of Baton Rouge which, read as follows: 


"The "Win or Lose Oil Co, sponsored by a group of Huey Long's fol- 


lowers, came into being Sunday, and preparations were made to begin 


drilling 50 wells on state property. For its share the 
state will receive one-eighth of the wells' production 
if oil is found. The drilling, however, is in the center 
of the state's richest oil fields. 
"Charter has been granted by the state, showing 


capitalization at $10,000 and naming James A. Noe, 
Long's legislative leader, as president Noe owns 98 
per cent of the stock. Seymour Weiss, described as 
unofficial treasurer of the Long organization, is vice 
president, and Earl Christenberry, Long's secretary, is 
secretary of the oil company." 


The Win or Lose Oil Co. appears to have pros- 


pered. Mr. Noe and Mr. Weiss each reported an in- 
come of $92,396 from Win or Lose in 1935.

office of governor, a job which he held briefly after the death of Oscar 
K. Allen, who was Huey's dummy during the dictatorship. He is an ene- 
my of the present political machine and stoutly advocates good govern- 
ment and the abolition of graft Within the last year a letter to him in- 
quiring as to current profits of the Win or Lose Co. has received no 
answer.

Long, and Mr. Daniell writes that 
Mrs. Long "is reputed to be the 
president of the Win or Lose Co., 
which holds valuable gas leases."

Among 
the repressive measures of those 
few days was an order reading as 
follows: 


"Publication, neither by newspa- 


pers, handbills, pamphlets or oth- 
erwise, reflecting in any way on the 
state or its officers or tending to 
influence the public mind against 
the state or its officers will not be 
permitted." This included the state 
conservation department and the 
officers or Win or Lose." 


Nevertheless, Huey backed down. 


He "explained that his intention was 
to promote the prosperity of the 
Louisiana oil industry, which, in- 
cidentally, includes Win or Lose, 
and agreed to waive 80 per cent of 
the tax on Louisiana oil refined by 
Standard. 


This would raise a protective tar- 


iif against oil produced more cheap- 
ly in foreign fields and floated up 
the Mississippi, which Huey called 
"my river," to Louisiana refining 
plants. It would also greatly benefit 
Louisiana oil operators, including 
the owners of Win or Lose, and in- 
cidentally, preserve the jobs of the 
working stiffs who had lately been 
resentful. 


Thus far the public has nothing 


more than a very rough sketch of 
the oil situation in Louisiana poli- 
tics and of the affairs of Win or 
Lose.

In 1917 Otto H. Kahn, 
a 
wealthy 


banker of New York, constructed a man- 
sion upon the style of a French chateau 
containing 86 rooms, located in the center 
of a 440-acre estate. No one ever found 
out exactly what was paid by Mr. Kahn 
to finish this palace but the estimate ran 
about 2 million dollars. 


About a week ago the title in the prop- 


erty was vested by the Kahn heirs in an 
organization which includes about 15,000 
street sweepers who belong to New York 
City's farflung department of sanitation. 
The members of this organization and 
their families will enjoy the estate which 
the Kahn heirs turned over to them at a 
nominal amount, money which the street 
sweepers had saved from their baseball 
exhibitions. 


Whether there is any other place in 


the world where such a transaction could 
take place we do not know but we do 
know there is no other place in the world 
where it ever did take place, or where it 
can take place as of common practice. 


From start to finish the transaction is 


honorable. 
The participants come out 


-with clean hands and unstained records. 
No one shot anyone else. No one threat- 
ened anyone else. No one stole from any- 
one else. No one used the power of gov- 
ernment to choke or oppress anyone else. 


Mr. Kahn, who had exhibited brillance 


in financial affairs, had his big hour and 
enjoyed the fortune that happened to come 
to him, whether by sweat or chance. Had 
he been chained and unduly denied op- 
portunity his fortune would never have 
been made, the palace he constructed 
•would never have been built, and the 
street sweepers and their families, who 
have become the heirs of his genius would 
probably be still trying to find a place 
to swim that wasn't too near a sewer. 


The Kahn instance fixes the atten- 


tion only because it is on a rather grand 
scale. The same idea, and the same re- 
sult, can be traced all through the fabric 


of our history, every year and with every- 
one within our gates.

of fortune. But only those starve, oddly 
enough, who do destroy her even though 
they do it in the expectation of forever 
living on roast goose.

no man knoweth. 


But why travel to Berlin when we ob- 


serve the congress of the United States 
at the request of the President creating a 
perpetual monument to Mr. Roosevelt and 
promising if he will give the country title - 
to several of his acres that it will main- 
tain the upkeep of the property though 
it may cost 5100,000 a year? 


Herr Hitler is credulous and must have 


an inferiority complex. Our Fuehrer dis- 
plays unblushing egotism in as colossal 
measure as any man who ever occupied 
his office. 


Mr. Roosevelt wouldn't have his pa- 


pers, his sacred documents, mixed in at 
that great Library of Congress along with 
the Declaration of Independence which 
was drawn by Jefferson who wrote that 
national debts were dishonest.

New York—It is when the night grows late 


that Broadway goes into its dance—its weird, 
savage, rhythmic, dance of abandon; the dance 
called the Conga. For a year this dance, done to 
the mad beating with hands on long, barrel-like 
drums, has been steadily growing in favor, par 
ticularly with the midnight-to-dawn revelers. 


The Conga is indigenous to the Latin clubs, 


particularly those two riotous rhumba rendez- 
vous the Havanna-Madrid and La Conga where 
the music and entertainment is entirely Cuban 
and Spanish. You see Conga lines form, too, at 
the more sedate Versailles and, occasionally, at 
the Stork. 


The dance is savage, but abandoned is a bet- 


ter adjective. Not as intricate as the rhumba, it 
attains wilder climaxes. When I first came up- 
on it, I regarded it tolerantly as a fad. But it 
grows on one. It is not a dance for jitterbugs. 
Its devotees are older people. It raeflects most 
certainly a state of mind. It mirrors—at least it 
seems to me—the effort of worry-weary men 
and women to throw care to the wind—care and 
inhibitions.

The Conga is not a dance of beauty and grace. 


It is the terpsichorean symbolization of cramped 
souls tossing aside for the moment the chains 
of civilization. The dance begins when a man 
with a long drum hung from Ms neck steps 
from the band stand and, beating rhythms mad- 
ly with his hands, starts weaving crazily across 
the dance floor. One by one the dancing couples 
break their embraces and fall in line behind 
him, 
two by two. To the beating of the drum 


they move several steps to one side, then to the 
other, each side movement advancing them 
slightly forward so that the line moves left, 
right and ahead, like a writhing snake. There is 
no music save for the monotonous rhythm of 
the drums which grows in volume as the fever 
of the dance swells. Sometimes the leader 
moves from the floor, taking the dancers sway- 
ing and bending between the tables. The shoul- 
der and hip jerks which are part of the rhumba 
also occur in the Conga, the difference being 
that in the Conga the partners do not face each 
other but are side by side, not even touching 
hands. 


The beating of the drum grows louder and 


louder. The abandon of the dance becomes 
more pronounced. Bald men and too buxom 
women writhe and sway to the unchanging 
beats. There are occasional shouts in Spanish. 
Suddenly, at its height, the dance ends. It does 
not slide to a smooth close, as does a fox trot. 
It stops abruptly just when it seems to have 
reached its peak; and the dancers whose faces 
mirrored almost fanatical enthusiasm suddenly 
are back to earth again; and they walk sedately, 
slowly to their tables. It is as though curtains 
had been raised briefly to release stifled inhibi- 
tions and then had as quickly dropped again, 
locking the savage soul safely back in its civili- 
zation-barred cage. •

The controversy developed over 


the hiring of crews for the S. S. 
Coldbrook,,which is owned by the 
United States Maritime commission, 
a subdivision of the federal govern- 
ment-which was to start a new ser- 
vice from Seattle to the far east 
When the boat arrived in Seattle, 
the picketing began. Foreign ships 
were anchored nearby, and when 
the American ship couldn't sail, the 


^foreigners picked up the business. 


When it was thought that perhaps 


a United States navy tug might be 
used to move the ship to a different 
pier, orders were sought 
from 


.Washington, but were not forth- 
coming. 


Union Crews 
Here is a case in -which a service 


of shipping provided with money 
Jrom congress has been frustrated 
by union trouble. The unions insist 
that crews must be hired through 
union hiring halls just as is done by 
private shipowners. 
The United 


States Maritime commission has 
been hiring them from lists furnish- 
ed by the United States shipping 
commissioner. 


The unions want to put Uncle 


Sam on the same basis as the pri- 
vate employer—the issue, in a sense, 
being not very different from that 
involved in the "prevailing wage" 
dispute on the WPA projects. The 
United States Maritime commission, 
however, decided not to use force, 
but merely to drop the idea of the 
•ervice altogether. 


Incidentally, the maritime com- 


mission gets its intructions from the 
president to hire from lists of the 
United States shipping commission- 
er, instead of through union hiring 
halls. An executive order and a rul- 
ing from the attorney general makes 
the employes of these ships em- 
ployes of the United States govern- 
ment. The attorney general ruled, 
by the way, that the federal govern- 
ment could not discriminate as be- 
tween union and non-union men in 
respect to persons seeking employ- 
ment What the unions really want- 
ed was a "closed shop" arrangement 
Uncle Sam balked, and, when a 
strike was called, nothing was done 
about it except to "lock out" the 
employes altogether. .

worked out by campaign managers 
for Vice President Garner. 


The idea is being fostered to meet 


what they say is a growing inten- 
tion' of several states to send unin- 
structed delegations to the 1940 na- 
tional convention- Party leaders in 
these states say they have received 
broad intimations from President 
Roosevelt that he would like to see 
them send unpledged delegates. 


Four-sevenths of the delegates to 


the national conventions are chosen 
in state conventions, or in a few 
cases by state party 
committees 


which are usually fairly well con- 
trolled by the top-ranking politi- 
cians of those states. Three-sevenths 
of the delegates, less than enough to 
nominate any candidate, are picked 
in primaries.

The Garner leaders hope to ac- 


complish, an awakening of interest 
< 


among rank and file Democrats i 
which will stir them to such action 
as will make their voice heard when j 
delegates are chosen.

The way to do this, they say, is to i 


put into the hands of the voters a 
simply worded outline showing how 


their state election laws work to- 
ward selection of the delegates. 


Ordinarily, they say. county and 


precinct chairmen set dates for 
choosing delegates to the state con- 
vention—which, in turn, will name 
delegates to the national conven- 
tion. Few voters usually turn out 
for the precinct and county meet- 
ings. The ones who come often have 
a personal ax to grind. 


"What we want," the Garner men 


say, "is to convince voters of the 
importance of these precinct meet- 
ings. Put together, these thousands 
of precinct and county meetings 
mean the making of a presidential 
candidate. 


"If, instead, of 10 or 12 men com- 


ing together in a community to talk 
over their wishes and pick out a 
delegation for the state convention, 
we can get 50 or 100 or 500, we will 
have gone far toward creating a 
new type of national convention. . . 


"And—we would like to see the 


Hatch bill (prohibiting political ac- 
tivity by federal officials) a law as 
far as the next Democratic conven- 
tion is concerned. We would like 
to sec a convention to which no of- 
fice holder came as a delegate.

The Home Gardener

In most sections of the country 
the peonies and poppies have de- 
veloped to the point where they can 
be divided safely. Most tyros com- 
plain of inability to divide .both 
although neither presents difficul- 
ties when the right technique is 
practiced. t 
While peonies dislike moving of- 


ten, preferring to remain undisturb- 
ed in the same location for years, 
they do not resent occasional divi- 
sion. A sure method of increasing 
the stock, and helping the estab- 
lished plants as well,'is to split a 
peony clump with & sharp spade. 
The clump can- be cut into two or 
more sections none of which should 
be smalL Reset the divisions in new 
locations where the soil is fairly old 
and yet not void of plant food due 
to the appetites of plants recently 
grown in the new locations. Unless 


the new soil is rich in plant food it 
is well to add generous quantities of 
bone meal at the time of planting. 
Water liberally and shade until re- 
establishment is noted. 
Poppies are increased at this time 


by digging up the long thick tap 
roots and cutting them in sections 
about three inches long. Each sec- 
tion must contain a part of the 
crown. The cut sections should be 
potted crown end up in three-inch 
pots filled with light sandy soiL 
These are plunged into soil up to 
tl- r rims, watered lightly and pro- 
vided with partial shade for about 
one month when toots will nave 
formed and the new poppy plants 
are ready to be set in their perma- 
nent garden locations. The use of 
rich fertilizers in the soil near new 
poppy divisions is not recommend- 
ed.

Among the men who have done 


fine work in Indian study is one 
named George Catlin. He 
lived 


during the past century, and trav- 
eled widely among Indian, tribes. 


UNCLE RAY'S 


CORNER 


A Mandan chief in foil costume 
In his young manhood, Catlin 


was a lawyer, but his heart was 
not in the work. He wanted to be 
an artist, and to study Indian life. 
AH told, he made about 900 pic- 
tures of Indians. 


Much of Catliu's work was done 


among the Mandans, 
who made 


heir homes in the Dakotas. One 
day he wrote down an account of 
a masked dance given by these In- 
dians, and here, in shortened form, 
is what he- said: 


"My ears have been ringing al- 


most all the time, since I came 
lere, with the din of yelping danc- 
ers and the beating of drums. For 
days I have been hearing the 
stamping of the buffalo dance. 


"Every man in thfs Mandan vil- 


lage must, by public law, keep a 
muffalo mask hanging at the heac 
of .his bed. This is so he can put 
.t on quickly when the chiefs order 
iim to dance for the coming of 
buffaloes. 


"The mask is put over the head 


Jsually it has a strip »f skin hang- 
ng from it—a strip as long as a 
suffalo. 
Fastened to the strip is 


a buffalo tail, and it drags on the 
jround behind the dancer. 


"When a buffalo dancer grows 


tired, he bends forward and sinks 
iis body toward the ground. A 
ids point, another Indian, raises 
a bow and shoots him with a blun' 
arrow. "When the dancer is struck, 
he falls down like a buffalo. By 
standers pick him up, and dra| 
iim out of .the ring by the heels 
Then they brandish their knives 
about him as if they were skinning 
Kirn and cutting him up.

off, and another man

place in the dance, which is kep' 
up day and night."
